LAKE CHARLES, La (TPI— A 
crippled B47 Stratojet bomber, on 
a radar-guided emergency approach 
to its fogged-in base, crashed and 
exploded into five houses and sev­ 
eral trailer 
homes 
late Monday 
night 
Five persons— the plane's three- 
man crew and a young couple in 
the one house which burned — 
perished in the fiery crash A man 
who was in a trailer which was 
destroyed was badly burned. 
The six-jet bomber struck power 
and communication lines, cut a 
swath through the top of a pine 
forest, crashed to earth at the edge 
of a line of trees and skidded 
about 00 yards before exploding 
The initial explosion and a series 
of lesser blasts from apparent live 
ammunition 
scattered 
the fiery 
wreckage over the reeidenttal area 
The scene was four and one half 
miles 
northwest 
of 
the 
Lake 
d iaries Base 
In addition to the house and 
trailer destroyed, four other houses 
and two trailers were heavily dam 
aged 
Albert Morgan, 24, and his wife, 
20. were burned to death in their 
home which was nearest the ex 
pioding plane. 
The airbase identified the dead 
crewmen as Capt. Clarence Wilson 
34. of California 
Pa., pilot and 
commander of the plane; 
Mark 
Beck, 35. Downieville, Calif , co 
pilot, and Capt. El ayu McBee, 33, 
Fort Worth. T e x . observer 
Wtag HR* Trailer 
T-Sgt. James Sapp, who lived 
ifs one of the trailers, was carried 
to the base hospital with third dr 
gree bums. 
Lt. Eddy Jones, of the air base. 
said his trailer home was struck 
by one wing of the plane, but he 
suffered only slight shock 
One of the jet engines broke 
awav from the plane when it hit, 
rolled down the street, smashed a 
car and hit the front porch of one 
of the trailers. 
Robert Thompson, a radio Ma 
turn program director who lives 
about 400 feet from the crash scene 
said Air Force officials told him 
that one engine on the plane was 
out and the ship was attempting 
to land at the base about a mile 
away.

Ohio dp—A baby 
twister cut a IOO foot wide path 
through three city blocks in an 
E ast Side residential district this 
morning, killing a 34 year-old mo 
ther, hospitalizing nine others, and 
causing dam age estimated at more 
than $125,000 
The body of Betty Fallat. mother 
of a three year-old boy. was found 
next to her demolished home Four 
other homes were leveled and 12 
others 
were 
ripped from their 
foundations. 
All the homes were part of a 
four-year-old housing project and 
were valued at between $8,000 and 
$10,000 
The twister came at the height 
of a violent electrical storm that 
ripped through Ohio 
The Ohio Highway Patrol report­ 
ed that a lake near Olive Branch. 
Ohio, in southwestern 
Clermont 
county, which touches Kentucky, 
was threatening to break through 
a dam. 
The patrol said the dam was 
moved from its original base down­ 
stream some 65 to 70 feet by the 
force of the lake waters, fortified 
by recent heavy rainstorms. 
Some IO. families in the area 
were ordered to evacuate their 
homes until the flood danger pass­ 
es. 
North of this area, vast d am ­ 
age was caused by Monday night's 
violent storms although no injuries 
were reported.

Additional rainfall which came 
last night accompanied by strong 
winds and lightning sent tho creeks 
rising, which means Lake Harris­ 
burg and the city reservoir con­ 
tinued to get more water today. 
Rainfall in Harrisburg measured 
37 inch. but apparently the fall in 
areas around here were higher, 
judging 
from the 
water coming 
down the -dreams. 
At Galatia, the windstorm was 
so bad that power 
and telephone 
service were knocked out around 
midnight 
Harrisburg street lights 
went out during the storm. 


About seventy million gallons of 
water had been pumped into the 
north reservoir between 1:30 p rn. 
Saturday 
and 
1:30 p. rn. today, 
and some water was still pouring 
into the borrow pit from flooded 
fields. 


Middle 
Fork and B a n k s t o n 
creeks yesterday began falling fol­ 
lowing the weekend rains and at 
midnight the level had drooped to 
three feet. which necessitated the 
stooping of the 3.000 and the 750 
gallons per minute pumps, leaving 
the big 14 200 gallon pum p still in 
operation 


However, during the early morn­ 
ing hours the creek began rising 
and at 9 a 
rn the level 
was ten

It said he had been working on 
atomic energy research for the So­ 
viet Union because of his hatred 
for atomic warfare born with the 
“bloody and base experiment of 
Hiroshima.”

Pontecorvo, in the first indica­ 
tion he definitely was in Russia. 
said his wife and three children 
were with him and that they had 
been granted political asylum

denied he had been kidnaped by 
Soviet agents. 
Observers here said he probably 
wa- not in Moscow but more likely 
at some Russian equivalent of B rit­ 
ain's atomic research plant at H ar­ 
well. where he once worked as one 
of Britain s top sc ientists.

WASHINGTON if* - The House 
passed and 'e n f to ihe White House 
today a bd! to raise congressional 
salaries to $22.500 a year 
The legislation, 
previously 
ap­ 
proved by the Senate, gives law­ 
m akers a 50 per cent pay raise. 
Their salaries were $15,000 a year. 
The House vote 
on a roll call 
forced by Rep 
lf 
R 
Gross ( R- 
Iow a ) w as 223 113 
When President Eisenhower signs 
the legislation, the pay increase 
will be effective as of today. 
It was the 
third time House 
m em bers had voted on the polit­ 
ically touchy question of raising 
their own pay. 
Th m easure was twice sent to 
a 
House Senate conference com ­ 
mittee before its present provisions 
were worked out. The new version 
eliminated earlier proposals for a 
$1,250 tax free expense account and 
five free round trips home per 
year 
Members of Congress now re­ 
ceive $12,500 a year, plus a taxable 
$2,500 expen-e account and one 
government paid trip home a year 
at the rate of 20 cents a mile. 
The original compromise bill was 
approved by the House but reject­ 
ed by the Senate last Friday. Many 
senator' objected to the earlier 
provision for a tax free expense 
account 
They said they wanted 
all their pay taxable to avoid dis­ 
guised pay raises. 
House members, irked by Senate 
rejection of the tax-free expense 
account, then objected to increas­ 
ing the number of free trips home. 
The 
new salary 
scale, which 
would become effective today, also 
provides proportionate salary in­ 
creases for federal judges and a t­ 
torneys.

Nixon and Speaker Sam R ay­ 
burn 
would 
have 
their 
salaries 
raised from $40,000 a year to $45,- 
000 
Supreme Court justices would be 
raised from ^25.0(KJ to $35,000. low­ 
er court judges from $15,000 to 
$22,500 and higher court judges 
from $17,500 to $25,500.

“ Pioneer Schools in Southern Il­ 
linois” was the topic of discussion 
at the annual PTA Founders Day 
program held Monday evening at 
the 
McKinley 
school 
in 
Harris­ 
burg. 
The speaker for the evening was 
John W Alien, noted historian with 
the Information Service at South­ 
ern Illinois university. 
Mr Allen, a former teacher in 
the Harrisburg city school system 
and for 13 years superintendent 
of schools in Eldorado, discussed 
at length one of the fir>t schools 
established in this section of the 
state 
In the early 1800’s a school was 
established south and east of the 
present location of Broughton, Mr. 
Allen stated 
It was a subscrip­ 
tion school—-contracts were made 
between the teacher and families 
in the area for the children to pay 
a certain amount and agree to at 
tend 
classes 
for a determined 
length of time 
Have Come a Long Way 
This school was a one - room 
building. 16 by 18 feet, made of 
hand hewn logs. The benches were 
also logs, there were two pegs in 
the wall to support a slab which 
served as the writing desk 
Other 
pegs and a slab held the water 
bucket and a gourd for drinking 
purposes hung from the wall 
With a sweep of his hand to 
take in the McKinley school build­ 
ing, Mr. Allen rem arked, “ we have 
come a long way in providing fa­ 
cilities for educational purposes.” 
There were no prescribed cours­ 
es of study in the early days and 
few text books, Mr. Allen said and 
all studying was done out loud. 
The speaker, 
who started to 


school some 60 years ago, stated 
that by latening to others study 
their geography lesson he was able 
to pass the examination without 
ever being enrolled in the cla*s 
Mr Allen started teaching school 
immediately 
after 
leaving

incident near the Oregon coast. 
U. 
S. 
District 
Judge William 
East, whom Eisenhower has .inst 
nominated, figured in Uhs incident. 
in fact, 
a total of three 
judges 
were held briefly under suspicion 
of drunken driv ing after attending 
an all-day judicial meeting at Coos 
Bay, Ore., on Jan. 23. 
Driving home afterwards, their 
ear brushed that of Wayne War­ 
ner, a Eugene, Ore., car salesman, 
who reported to the chief of police 
in near-by Reedsport that three 
judges were drunk. 
Warner did 
not know, 
however, that he was 
turning in a newly designated fed­ 
eral judge, who was driving the 
car at the time of the incident, to­ 
gether with Judges Frank B. Reed 
and 
Chester 
Anderson, 
Oregon 
county judges. 
The 
state police 
immediately 
put out a call for a “possible 31“ 
which 
is the 
code 
number 
for 
drunken driving. 
When apprehended, U. S. Judge 
E^ist had relinquished the wheel 
to Judge Recd, and Judge Ander­ 
son 
w a s last asleep 
in the back 
seat. 
Judge Reed was submitted 
to the ignominy of an on-the-spot 
inebriation test, after which the 
state policeman reported that on 
the basi s of this test he couldn’t 
“conscientiously” arrest 
him for 
drunken driving. 
However, the patrolman did not 
permit 
the three judges to drive 
their car back to the police 
sta­ 
tion. 
He made them park their 
car on side of the road, in itself 
suspicious, and drove them back 
himself. 
It developed later that the three 
judge 
were. to quote one police­ 
man, “ allusive as hell.” 
Or, as 
the police chief put it. they seemed 
to resent being brought to a “small 
police station.” 
Finally, after be 
mg Ii'* Id aliout an hour, they were 
released. 


What makes this interesting po­ 
litically is tin* fact that Senator 
Neuberger had already given his 
ok 
on the appointment

East. Senators enjoy a unique po­ 
sition when it comes to judicial ap­ 
pointment-,, in that one senator can 
usually block a judge’s confirma­ 
tion.

Senator Neuberger asked the FBI 
for a full report.
